Paper Box Covering Machine. 








This is 
covering paper or strawboard boxes. 

Figure 1 is a vertical section of the ma- 
chine taken upon line x x of Fig. 2. Fig. 2 
is a front elevation and Fig. 3 is a detail 
elevation of certain of the parts shown in 
Figs. 1 and 2. 

A A are two vertical parallel frame plates, 
which, together with cross rods or bars, aa’, 
form the frame of the machine and sustain 
the paper strip, guides, and moistening de- 
vices, together with the cutting devices for 
severing the strips transversely at the time 
of applying them to the box shell or founda- 
tion. 

B is an arm attached to and extending 
outwardly from the machine frame and 
carrying a horizontal arm, B’, upon which is 
mounted a form block, B?, upon which the 
strawboard foundation or shell is held 
the operation of covering. The shaft B’ is 
rotatably supported upon the arm B, and 
for this purpose is shown as having bearings 


in 


in a long sleeve, B*, which is provided with 
a socket, 4, constructed to slide upon the 
arm B, and held in place thereon by a set 
screw, 4’. The arm B is attached to the ma- 
chine frame in such manner as to allow it 


to swing in a vertical plane, the arm 
being for this purpose mounted upon 
the end of one of the brace rods, 
1, of the frame, which extends out- 


side of the frame plate A, the arm being 
held rigidly in position by a clamp nut, @’, 
placed upon the rod @ and bearing against 
the hub of thearm. By swinging the rod B 
about its pivot and sliding the bearing Bs 
longitudinally thereon the supporting shaft 
3’ of the form block may be shifted to any 
desired position, according to the size of 
the form block employed and other circum- 
stances. 

C indicates a paper strip employed in cov- 
ering the box, and DD’ D* D* are guide 
rollers, over which the strip passes from a 
reel, E, 

A’ is a stationary cross bar located above 
and somewhat to the rear of the form 
block. This bar carries a stationary shear 
blade or cutter, F, which acts in connection

Oxygen nowadays can be had as

proved devices admit of the production of 
ozone in large quantities and at low rates. 

Broyer and Petit were the first to invent an 
apparatus by means of which from 8 to 10 
cubic metres per hour could be made, and 
this is now superseded by a new ozonizing 
plant having a capacity of 200 cubic feet 
per hour, the essential features of which 
are the following : 

A box is made of hard wood, lined with 
glass plates closely fastened together by 
tenons and mortises, all joints being made 
water tight by a coating of lacquer and paraf- 
fine. A series of cells is formed of two 
small glass plates of the same height, but 
an inch and a half narrower than the box 
itself, disposed in quincunx order, after hav 
ing been filled up previously with granulated 
lead or small fragments of coke. The box 
ishermetically closed. While the free space 
between the cells allows the oxygen to 
circulate, the cells themselves are kept in 
communication alternately with the positive 
and negative poles of an electric current by 
means of copper plates which extend the 
whole length of the cells, the current being 
furnished by a dynamo and transmuted by 
a powerful induction coil. 

Sparks thus produced between the cells 
continually traverse the space left between 
the cells, electrifying the oxygen, which is 
thereupon transformed into ozone. 

A pump draws the oxygen from a gas- 
ometer and forces it into a cylindrical re- 
frigerator at 23°,so that it will cool before 
reaching the ozonizer, whence it goes forth 
with a strong proportion of ozone. 

The pulp is treated in the wooden drain- 
ers ordinarily employed in paper mills for 
bleaching with chlorine gas. The ozone is 
admitted at the bottom of the drainers and 
penetrating the entire mass of pulp rapidly 
decolorizes it. The gas on ‘leaving the 
drainer is passed through sulphuric acid 
and is then transferred to a gasometer, 
where it is regenerated and retransformed 
into ozone. 

Ozone bleaching is more rapid than chlo- 
rine bleaching and is exempt from the draw- 
backs of the latter.

The ozone can be left to act fora 
greater or less period of time, according to 
the extent of bleaching required and with- 
out the least danger. 

Calculating the cost of ozone at 13 cents 
the cubic yard—an exaggerated price—the 
bleaching of 6 tons of pulp would cost 
about $10.

Cardboard Cutting Machine. 


An illustration is given of an improve 
in machines for cutting cardboard 
each 


ment 
from a web into sheets and taking 
sheet and placing it when cut from the web. 

The object of the invention is by a con- 
tinuous movement to unroll the web, to 
take the curve out of the cardboard, to 
present the board to the intermittent feed- 
ing device freed from tension and from 
curve, to furnish an intermittent feed for 
the cardboard, an intermittent cutting de- 
vice, and a device for taking the curved 
sheets, when cut, and depositing them in 
their proper place, making in all one con 
tinuous process from the web roll to the 
package of sheets. 

Figure 1 isa side elevation, and Fig. 2 is 
a plain view of the machine. 

A represents the frame which holds sev 
eral working parts of the machine. 

B is the driving shaft, which receives 
power from the pulley 4. 

C is ashaft which, through power received 
from the pulley c, revolves the roll ¢’. Geared 
to the roll c by the gear @ ¢, and revolving 
with ¢, is the roll @. This roll has a raised 
portion, «, preferably made of rubber. At 
each side of the roll ¢ are idle rolls, @ <3, 
which revolve through their contact with 
the cardboard, which is forced along by 
rollers ¢ c*, and are so placed as to compel 
the cardboard to conform to the arc of the 
roll <, thereby removing from the card- 
board any strong tendency to curve in an 
opposite direction. These rolls, ¢ and ¢’, re- 
ceive continuous motion from the pulley 4’ 
on shaft B, or from the shaft which im- 
parts movement to the shaft B, in sucha 
way as to secure a well defined proportion- 
ate movement between B and C. This 
proportionate movement will need to vary 


as longer or shorter sheets are to be cut.

pin d*. The pin @} is so made as to be ad- 


justable upon the crank arm, as to distance 
from the shaft, by means of a screw. In 
this way the length of the crank arm and of 
the pitman stroke may be varied, giving 
more or less movement to the rack. The 
slide rack @* moves in the raceway a‘, and 
in its forward and backward movements re- 
volves the gear wheel ¢@*. This gear turns 
loosely upon the shaft @*, which supports 
and moves the roll @’. 

Firmly secured to the gear ¢@* is the ratch 
wheel a, and they always move together 
and are both loose upon the shaft. 

Rigidly secured to the shaft ¢* is the dog 
arm @. Mounted upon this arm is the dog

It will be seen that when the slide rack is 
impelled to the left the pinion revolves 
loosely upon its supporting shaft ; but when 
the slide rack is impelled to the right the 
pinion becomes fixed upon the shaft and the 
rolls revolve with the pinion, and a sheet 
of cardboard held between the rolls would 
be forced forward tothe extent of the revo- 
lution ; and it is apparent that the extent of 
the revolution of the rolls will depend upon 
the length of the crank arm, so that by 
varying the length of the crank arm—that 
is, the distance between the pin and shaft 
B—the length of feed of the cardboard can 
be controlled so as to give a perfectly relia- 
ble measuring device. In the rear of these 
rolls is the cutting device, which consists of 
the bed cutter E, which is a fixed blade. 
Above this blade, passing from right to left 
and from left to right, is the revolving cut- 
tere. This cutter is held by and moves in

slides on ways ¢* ¢*. 

The revolving cutter is held against the 
fixed cutter blade E by a spring, which is 
not shown. The cutter revolves as it passes 
along the fixed blade, and its cutting edge, 
in connection with the fixed blade, acts like 
the two blades of the common scissors. 

To impel the carriage to make its vibrat- 
ing movements it is secured to the belt ¢’*. 
This belt is passed over the supporting idle 
rolls 4 4 ¢ 4 and &, and the rolls are located 
two at each end of the raceway and one at 
a point near the floor. The belt ¢* is se- 
cured to the carriage only, and is en- 
tirely free to move upon its supporting rolls 
to draw the carriage either to the right or 
left hand.

The advantage of securing a vertical vi- 
bration to the balance catch / and a hori- 
zontal movement to the carriage must be 
obvious, as the cam which drives the bal- 
ance catch works best upon a plane at right 
angles to the shaft which carries it, and that 
shaft would preferably be upon a horizon- 
tal plane. 


THE 


Upon the shaft B is a cam, F, with its 
line of projection at right angles with the 
centre line of the crank arm D, so that its 
outward movement will always be confined 
to one-half of the crank revolution and its 
return movement will be made during the 
other half revolution of the crank. 

Around the cam F is a band, /, and from 
this band extends the pitman/. This pit- 
man engages the lever /*, which is ful- 
crumed at /*, causing the free end of the 
lever to vibrate vertically, both up and 
down, at each revolution of the shaft. 

Upon the free end of the lever / is a bal- 
ance catch, /*. This catch is preferably 
made of sheet steel, and supported by and 
free to turn upon the pin /*, and held from 
being lifted from that pin by a rivet. 

As a guard to limit the revolving move- 
ment of the catch, the pin / extends from

projects normally upon a plane vertical to 
that of the bars g*. 

To feed the cardboard to the cutting de- 
vice there are two sets of rolls. The first, 
on shaft C, are continuous in their move- 
ment ; the second, on shaft @*, are intermit- 
tent, feeding the cardboard during one-half 
of the revolution of the shaft B, and during 
the remainder of the revolution remaining 
stationary. Consequently, if the rolls are 
timed right as to speed, the cardboard will 
feed through the two sets of rolls at the 
same rate ; but as it is desirable to vary the 
length of cardboard it becomes necessary 
to vary the speed of the constantly running 
set of rolls. To this end, upon the ceiling 
above the machine are two cone shafts with 
cones so arranged that the base of each 
cone shall come in line with the apex of 
that of its fellow. 

To operate the machine a roll of card- 
board is placed at the right hand of Fig. 1 
and the end of it is passed between the roll ¢’

catch /* has vertical vibration between the 
vertical portiéns of the belt ¢*, and as it 
rises it swings upon the pivot /* and passes 
the upper hook upon the belt, and in its 
downward movement, having through 
gravity returned to its normal position 
upon /°, it engages the hook and forces it 
down to the limit of its own vibration. The 
drawing down of this hook draws the car- 
riage ¢ to the left, bringing hooks up to 
meet the catch at half of its vibration, when 
the hook would engage the catch but for 
the turning of the catch upon its side as far 
as the pin /' will allow. This turning of 
the catch is caused by the resistance to 
movement from the hook and belt. When 
the catch is turned, as indicated, the rising 
hook cannot engage the catch, but will 
freely pass it. 

After the sheet of cardboard is cut from 
the web by the cutter ¢ it rests upon the ta- 
ble @. In the rear of this table upon the 
frame A are brackets, G, which support 
shafts gg. These shafts extend from one 
side to the other of the frame and furnish 
support for sprocket wheels g’, upon which 
These chains

g*, giving to it vibratory movement through 
connection of one of the chains with the 
sliding*rack at ¢*. 

Extending from side to side of the ma- 
chine and resting upon the brackets G’ are 
supporting bars g*, to which the guide bar 
g*is secured atitsends. This slide bar g* 
is upon its lower side rabbeted out, so as to 
form a channel ¢*in connection with ad- 
justable plates, which form the other side 
of the channel and are made so that they 
may be adjusted to any desired length upon 
the slide bar g*. The plates are prefer- 
ably thin plates of metal, having a slot, and 
which are held in place by screws. These 
screws are at a less distance apart than the 
length of the slot, so as to admit of longitu. 
dinal adjustment to the plate. The two boxes 
g'' g'* are made so that they can be moved 
and fixed upon the slide bar at any required 
distance, according to the length of card- 
board to be cut. 

Upon the under side of the slide bar ga, 
and below where it crosses the bar g*, is a 
hinged bracket having a fixed clamp and 
hinged clamp jaw, which is normally held 
open by a spring. 

Upon the back of the clamp jaw is pivoted 
an arm, g"', so made that it may swing 
freely upon a plane at right angles to that 
on which the clamp jaw moves. This arm 


and ¢, c*, ch, Fig. 2, taking the cardboard 
from below instead of the top of the roll. 
The rolls ¢ and ¢* are then revolved until 
enough of the cardboard is passed through 
to reach the other set of rolls 7’ andd@"', and 
also an amount of slack that will reach 
nearly to the floor. This slack in the card- 
board is to prevent the probability of the 
intermittent rolls getting short of a supply 
of cardboard to cut before an attendant 
would notice that the feed of the forward 
roll was not sufficient. This passing of the 
cardboard through the first set of rolls bends 
itin a direction opposite to its curve upon 
the roll, and leaves it with little, if any, 
tendency to curve. 

Having secured the passage of sufficient 
cardboard through the first set of rolls, its 
end is passed between the second or inter- 
mittent set of rolls. When the machine is 
ready for work, apply power to the driving 
wheel 4, which revolves the shaft B, the 
crank arm D, and through the pitman d’ 
slides the rack d* to the right hand and re- 
volves the rolls d',*through connection of 
the gear @5, ratch d*, dogd"™ and the arm a, 
which is rigid upon the shaft ¢*. This 
action feeds the cardboard forward to the 
full extent of the right hand movement 
of the slide rack, which will continue 
until the pitman and crank arm are 
parallel to the slide rack, at which 
time the cam F will be at its highest 
movement, and consequently the catch /* 
will reach its greatest elevation. After the 
crank arm has left its horizontal position the 
slide track begins to move to the left hand, 
the gear and ratch are left free to revolve 
upon the shaft ¢*, and during the entire left 
hand movement of the slide rack the feed 
rolls remain inactive, the cam F begins its 
downward stroke at the same time the rack 
begins its left hand movement, and conse- 
quently the catch /* moves downward and 
engages the hook upon the belt ¢, which is 
uppermost, forces it down, and draws the 
cutter ¢, so as to cut the cardboard project- 
ing beyond the lower cutter. The same 
left hand movement of the feed rack, by its 
connection with the sprocket chain ¢?, 
brings the clamping device to the right and 
causes it to grasp the sheet as soon as it is 
cut, and when the process of feeding the 
sheet is repeated the right hand movement 


of the rack forces the clamp holding the 
sheet to the left, where at the limit of its 
movement the clamp is opened and the 
sheet deposited. In this way sheets of card- 
board can be cut with great accuracy and 
rapidity.

Trade Talks. 


Martin Sedigmann, New York--1 have only 
lately come to this country and have been 
visiting the mills in the West and making 
my way Eastward. For the last two years 
I have been connected with the Kobé Paper 
Mill Company, Kobé, Japan, of which j. G, 
Walsh, an American, is the manager. Kobé 
is about 350 milesfrom Yokohama. The mill 
has two machines—a 67 inch double cylinder, 
with fourteen 3 foot dryers, and an 84 inch 
Fourdrinier, with fourteen 3 foot dryers—the 
machines being the handiwork of the Rice, 
Barton & Fales Company. The product is 
book and news, and the mill makes about 
20,000 pounds per day. When I went to the 
mill it had one 600 pound Umpherston en- 
gine, which cost the company about £300. 
Foreign patents are not protected in Japan, 
and we built nine other similar engines, the 
castings being made at Nagasaki. We also 
built a 250 horse power compound, conden- 
sing steam engine and a 350 horse power 
vertical steam engine. We ran entirely by 
steam. There formerly was a good deal of 
paper imported into Japan, but the 
importations are growing less each year, 
as the domestic supply is constantly in- 
creasing. The Japanese are building a 
number of mills. I think there are now 
thirteen paper mills, one small ground wood 
mill and two small sulphite plants. I im- 
ported some ground wood from Denmark, 
but it cost us about 2 cents a pound in 
Japan. We used straw reduced to pulp 
by the soda process, and this with rags con- 
We have 


no hard stock in Japan. The bark of a tree 


| of the mulberry family is used, but only in 


the Government mill. There is only one 
mill running by water power, and that is 
at Fujisan. It is a strawboard mill, 
having a three cylinder machine with 
twenty-three dryers and an 84 _ inch 
Fourdrinier. There also is located a 
small ground wood mill. The water power 
is about 1,500 horse power. While at the 
Kobé mill I designed a little machine which 
was very serviceable. It consisted of a 
brass pipe 1% inches in diameter, laid par- | 
allel with the couch rolls, with one side laid 

up against the wire. Within this pipe, 

which was simply a guide, was another pipe, 

linch in diameter, having a nozzle and cock | 
and at the other end a rubber pipe through | 
which water was admitted. When we got 
the paper on the wire the water came 
through the nozzle in a fine stream 
and cut the paper off just as wide | 
as a man’s hand could cover.

The supply can be so husbanded that ex 
haustion becomes improbable. The fact 
that wells can be so managed is inference 
that there is continuous generation, and | 
that the production is sufticient to supply | 
moderate demands indefinitely. Exhaus- 
tion becomes imminent only when there is 
wasteful or too rapid use of the.supply. 
The scientists are giving us indefinite scien- 
tific information when they say simply that 
the supply will fail. How soon, under cer 
tain conditions, will the gas reservoirs be 
exhausted? How long, under certain other | 
conditions, will the supply last? Can they 
not scientifically answer these questions 

Though it is only within a few years that 
natural gas has received any sort of atten- 
tion from the scientists, it is not a new 
thing, as is very generally supposed. In 
widely separated parts of the world it has, 
through deep penetrating crevices or fis- 
sures, issued from the interior of the earth 
for many centuries, signalizing its existence 
in the wonderful ‘‘ external fires ’’ of Baku, | 
along the shores of the Caspian Sea, an 
through untold ages, rising within tubes of 
bamboo from the salt mines of China into | 
serviceable flame, while in our own country 
it has in many places found outlets where | 
it was wastefully consumed or dissipated. 
Where it had lasted for ages it has been. | 
meagerly used. 

The heavy draughts from the reserves at | 
present may be and undoubtedly are of ex- 
hausting volume. But having learned the 
proper restrictions of use, and having ap- - 
plied them as our gas companies are doing | 
to the extent of their power, there appears | 
to be little danger that those who are now 
enjoying the comforts of our modern fuel | 
will in their time of mundane existence be 
deprived of it. The controlling companies, 
however, must be reinforced in their efforts 
to husband the supply by statutory regula- 
tions restricting unnecessary use. The ex- 
travagant waste of it in illuminating farm 
land and city premises must be stopped.— 
tron Age.

An improvement in machines for se- 
curing ribs upon paper, herewith illustrated, 
has for its object to provide a machine of 
simple, durable and economical construc 
tion whereby a thread or a series of threads 
may be securely attached to a web of paper 
as the same is delivered from a roll, anda 
further object of the invention is to provide 
a means whereby at the same time the pa- 
per may be punched or punctured, gummed 
and cut to any desired shape, as, for in 
stance, a shape necessary to produce.an 
envelope. 

It is the prime object of the invention to 
provide a machine especially adapted for 
attaching threads upon paper, gumming 
the paper as required in envelopes, and for 
cutting out the envelope blanks, whereby 
envelopes may be constructed in a simple 
and economical manner, having a thread 
attached thereto to facilitate opening ; also, 
to so puncture or perforate the blank attwo 
opposite diagonal corners that when the en- 
velope is formed and filled and the contents

As the web of paper is drawn 
upward, after having received the threads 
45, it passes supported by 
threads or bands 46 between the gumming 
roller and guide roller, at which point the 
pads acting, gum the under face of the 
paper, and as the web of paper passes 
between the cutter roller 17 and the 
lower roller 19 envelope blanks A are cut out 
therefrom and caused to drop intoa tray 47, 
the. waste paper and sustaining bands being 
wound upon the receiving roller. When the 
roll of paper has been exhausted, the waste 
roller is carried back upon the horizontal 
member of the track tothe bearing, and an- 
other roll, which has been held in reserve in 
the bearing in the inclined member of the 
track, is suffered to roll downward to the

bearing. After the threads or bands upon 
the bobbins are exhausted the bobbins are 
removed and other bobbins substituted. In 
manipulating the next roll of paper the end 
of the roll, if so desired, may be attached to 
the end of the former roll, and likewise the 
threads or bands may be detached and at- 
tached from and to the receiving and waste 
rollers without going through the primary 
operation. 

The supporting bands are drawn from the 
waste roller in the bearing, and as the 
bands are unwound therefrom the waste 
paper, unrolling, passes out of the machine. 
In carrying the supporting bands from the 
waste rolls to the web of paper being oper- 
ated upon they are passed over the bobbins 
25, which act as guide pulleys or rollers. 
The cutter roller 17 is provided with fixed 
or detachable punches, which puncture the 
blanks.
